THE TYNE CHAMPION CuP. 


Tne great race for this much-coveted trophy was at length decided on tho 
Tyne on Saturday last. It would be impossible for us to convey to our readers 
the exact amount of excitement and controversy that has been displayed by 
the Northerners since the disputed event which occurred at the Tyne Regatta 
three weeks ago; in fact—and there is not a particle of exaggeration in the 
assertion—never in our aquatic experience has so much nonsense originated 
to mar tho pleasures of any similar gathering. It cannot but be deplored that 
the greatest aquatic meeting ever witnessed in the North should have been 
characterised by what was neither more nor less than a geries of mishaps 
throughout. None regret the unsatisfactory issue more than ourselves. C) 
first great disappointment on the Regatta day was the non-appearance of the 
Australian—and certainly disappointments were the only things experienced 
afterwards. After the late disputed race, Cooper, who went in first by half a 
length, was, as tho public are undoubtedly aware, protested against by Cham- 
bers for crossing, and by Kelly for fouling; but, on hearing the particulars ex- 
pressed by each claimant, the committee, after mature deliberation, decided 
that tho fairest course would be to row the race over again on tho 12th of Sep- 
tember. On this decision being communicated to the rowers, their brawny 
physiognomies became overclouded with the unmistakeable shadows of dis- 
appointment, and as each considered the Cup as their legitimate property, they 
forthwith declined to againcompete, for the aforesaid reason ; but the committes 
being determined to use their power, ordered the trio, per advertisement, to 
appear at the Old Mansion House on the above day at 2.35 p.m., and any one 
not presenting himself at this hour to be disqualifled. Soon after the first race, 
Cooper, who, we think, has acted very unwisely, sentin a protest claiming 
the Oup, and declared it was his determination not to contest again. Notwith- 
standing Chambers and Kelly had decided to start, Cooper, as will be seen by 
the following report of the race, resolutely adhered to his protest, his non- 
appearance mitigating to a great extent the excitement on Saturgay last. In 
the meantime, legal proceedings have been instituted by his friends 
against the leading functionaries of the committee; but as the rules are 
80 palbably in favour of the latter, we think it will be another mistake 
to carry the caso to a Court of Justice. Our opinion is, that Cooper should have

started on Saturday—he stood one of the best chances of success; and 
now that the trophy has been finally settled, he will probably have 
& sufficient reason to calmly view the exceeding folly of his actions. Chambers, 
as an oarsman of public performance, never had an equal, but too frequently a 
great ran of victory and then sudden downfall makes a sad impression on a 
man that is admitted to be virtually invincible. Such was the case with 
Chambers; his unparalleled successes made him nothing less than caroless, 
and he pemmecnantie treated his training with the greatest pee indifference, 
This was a sad mistake, and he has paid somewhat heavily for the oversight. 
The champion's late race with Cooper for a mile was his most serious reverse 
in his boating career, and viiicaal its friends warned him of the consequence, 
he nevertheless considered—irrespective of distance-—-that he had a very easy 
task to add another victory to his category of conquests. Chambers in this 
match pulled only as champions do pull; but in spite of his herculean and 
strenuous exertions he was, for the first time, obliged to succumb to superior 
prowess, This unexpected reverse had a staggering effect, on the champion, 
and as condition was the principal objection made by the public, he, to prepare 
himself for the great struggle for the Cup, went so infatuately into training that 
he reduced his frame most alarmingly, and on the day of the Regatta it was 
the firm and expresséd opinion of the spectators that Bob had seen his day, and 
without doubt the former part of the race would have justified their senti- 
ments had difficulties not occurred which aroused the lion from his slumber, 
and after rowing a stern race for nearly a mile, an encounter with a post first 
brought his extraordinary energies into play, for immediately after he was seen 
to ply his skulls so powerfully that every stroke brought him on an equality 
with his rival; and although at one part of the contest Chambers was more 
than three lengths in the rear, he was only defeated by Cooper by something 
like half a length, and so brilliant a radiance did the champion's lasting 
powers assume that we are convinced, had the race being 100 yards further, he 
wouldindisputably have been in possession of the supremacy, and had the 
contest been over the champion course we very much question whether Cooper, 
considering his knocked up position, would ever have reached the terminus. 
Cooper is no doubt one of the quickest rowers, for a short distance, ever known, 
and his friends still entertain the conviction that he is equally good at a long

A single glance was sufficient to satisfy 
every person that Chambers was in tip-top 
condition ; he seemed to be in his original 
form, and likewise full of rowing. Kelly 
niso looked the very quintessence of per- 
fection, and his healthful appearance fully 
satished the speculative portion of the as- 
sombly that he stood one of the beat 
chances of success. Chambers, having won 
the toss, chose the north side, which, under 
every consideration, was a decided advan- 
tage to the champion. Previous to the race 
each man waa distinctly informed that if & 
foul oceurred, and tho steamboat’s whistle 
sounded it would be the signal for them to 
cease rowing and commence the mateh 
afresh, As the men agread to start by 
mutual consent, they drifted about fifty 
yards above the Mansion House, and before 
the public were aware of their intention, 
the rivals moved off with all the grace of 
science and thoroughly initiated seullers, 
Kelly was the first to gethis oars fairly into 
play, and on approaching Dandson's Milla 
his craft showed a few foot in advance of 
the champion.
